James Mason appears as the 
Chinese philosopher who sees 
in Genghis Khan a_ powerful 
change from the softness of the 
civilization about them, and Eli 
Wallach is delightful as the 
timorous Shah of Khwarezm who 
is ready to defy Genghis Khan’s 
hordes, until he sees them lined 
up in battle array. 

Lovely French blonde Fran- 
coise Dorleac, in her first Eng- 
lish language film, reportedly is 
superb as the girl who shares 
Genghis Khan’s conquests and 
is, herself, one of his first: the 
mother of his sons and the wo- 
man whom he turns for love 
and counsel. Telly Savalas is 
seen in “Genghis Khan” as a 
lusty fighting man and Robert 
Morley is the subtle, sophisti- 
cated Emperor of China whom 
Genghis Khan destroys. British 
actress Yvonne Mitchell appears 
as a Mongol woman.

turned down Temujin’s offer of 
friendship, even after his vic- 
tories had won him the name of 
Genghis Khan. Jamuga fought 
Genghis Khan wherever and 
whenever he could and, in time, 
he died at the hands of the man 
who tried to befriend him. 

Bortei, wife of Genghis Khan, 
was a Mongol woman who, in 
that primitive time, dared to 
rise above her status as a chat- 
tel and plaything; she achieved 
a position of tremendous im- 
portance in her own right, as 
well as in her role as _ the 
mother of the conqueror’s sons. 

Mongolia, eight centuries ago, 
was a land of feuding tribes- 
men, herders and warriors con- 
stantly preying upon each other. 
It was defeat in one such battle 
that led to Temujin’s years of 
slavery. 

To the east of the arid Mon- 
gol lands, the T’ang dynasty in 
China had produced a_ bright 
and glowing culture; wisdom 
and beauty were important to 
the civilized Chinese, and there 
was a Great Wall stretching 
some 2,000 miles across. the 
land which was supposed to 
keep the barbarians out. The 
Mongols, led by the man who 
was to be Genghis Khan, had 
no great problem with the Chi- 
nese, as he had no great prob- 
lem with the armies to the 
West. Jamuga, played in the 
film by Stephen Boyd, was his 
major foe. 

Once Temujin had completed 
the unification of the Mongol 
nation, his military successes 
were characterized by organiza- 


tion, discipline and the maneu- 
ver of swift surprise. His fair 
and equal division of spoils, 
honors and advancement instill- 
ed a loyalty which rallied hun- 
dreds of thousands of men to 
his banner. 

When he turned from China 
toward the Western campaign 
in Turkestan and Khwarezm he 
combined his cavalry with en- 
gineers, using gunpowder in 
sapping operations, blowing up 
walls of fortified cities. This de- 
velopment of Chinese  tech- 
niques, coupled with the tech- 
nology of Iranian engineers, 
must have had a great deal to 
do with the ultimate invention 
of the cannon. 

The death of Genghis Khan 
came at the height of his career, 
but the two hundred year peace 
established by the Mongol Em- 
pire made possible an uninter- 
rupted flow of materials and 
knowledge from the Orient to 
the western nations, who were 
thus made ready for the great 
surge of the Renaissance. 

From facts and legends such 
as these, the “Genghis Khan” 
film makers were able to create 
a figure far different from the 
barbaric, bloodthirsty, mass 
murderer which comes to mind 
with the mere mention of the 
name Genghis Khan. His re- 
spect and affection for his wife, 
Bortei, made possible a_ love 
story of major importance. His 
generosity and sense of fair 
play toward his sworn enemy 
provided dramatic contrast to 
the usual motion picture conflict 
between ‘heavy’ and hero.

REVIEW 


Columbia Pictures and pro- 
ducer Irving Allen, with the 
capable directorial hand of Hen- 
ry Levin, yesterday brought a 
spectacular and highly dra- 
matic motion picture to the 
screen at the .... Theatre. The 
film is “Genghis Khan,” in Pan- 
avision and Technicolor, with 
Omar Sharif in the title role, 
“Genghis Khan” is a stirring 
picturization of the life of that 
mighty warrior-emperor. 

It is a lavish production, fas- 
cinating and action-filled. The 
outdoor locales are breathtak- 
ingly beautiful, especially those 
mountains through which Gen- 
ghis Khan leads his legions dur- 
ing their trek from barbaric 
Mongolia to civilized China, 
some eight centuries ago.

For a while there, Stephen 
Boyd was happily claiming to 
be “the only Irish Mongolian 
in captivity, and when I say 
captivity I mean captivity. So 
far today, director Henry Le- 
vin has had me in and out of a 
cage about half a dozen times, 
and we still have a couple of 
hours of shooting left before we 
call it a day.” 

Boyd stars in “Genghis 
Khan,” the Columbia Pictures 
release in Panavision and Tech- 
nicolor at the Theatre.

I would almost take an 
oath that horses are intuitive 
because on the last day of my 
working with him, when the 
horse wrangler was ready to 
ride him away to the stables, 
he kept nuzzling me—I just

OMAR SHARIF 


Few new film personalities 
have hit the screen with such 
impact as has Omar Sharif, the 
young Egyptian actor who made 
his English-language film debut 
in “Lawrence of Arabia,” as 
the dashing Sheikh Ali, which 
resulted in his being nominated 
for an Academy Award and 
two Golden Globe awards. Sha- 
rif is currently starring at the 
Theatre in the title role 
of Irving Allen’s.. “Genghis 
Khan,” a Columbia release in 
Panavision and Technicolor. 

An athletic six-footer who 
weighs exactly what he did

THE STORY 


(Not for Publication) A Mongol youth who has seen his father slain, Temujin escapes from — 
slavery under Jamuga, chief of the Merkit tribe of Mongols, and—with the help of Shan, 
the deaf mute Sengal and the wise man Geen—organizes a band of fugitives. Temujin dreams 
of uniting all the Mongols into one mighty nation, rich and strong; he also dreams of the 
Princess Bortei, Jamuga's reluctant fiancee. When he raids a Merkit camp and kidnaps Bortei, 
Jamuga and the Merkits seek revenge. With Bortei's brothers at his side, after she has accepted 
him as her husband, Temujin leads his followers eastward, to China, seeking knowledge and 
strength.

Genghis 
Khan and his men are themselves virtual prisoners of the Emperor, who foresees their future 
might; to escape, Genghis Khan uses a Chinese toy—fireworks— to biow up the main gate 
of the walled city. Jamuga escapes with the other Mongols. He persuades the Shah of Khwarezem 
to join with the Merkits against Genghis Khan, whose empire now spreads through China to the 
steppes of Russia, to the slures of the Mediterranean and the deserts of Arabia. Genghis Khan 
defeats in battle the combined forces of the Merkits and Persians, under the Shah, and finally 
stands face to face with his bitterest foe, Jamuga. There is a Mongol contest to the death; 
Jamuga dies and Genghis Khan is fatally wounded. But, through his sons and his ambitions, 
Genghis Khan lives on, to conquer still more of the world of the time.
